from tlie Hunting Fii Id, of which he has been fine of the most ardent and 7,oa!ou.s 
supjiortcrs for a period of nearly tony vears, it is scarcely ncces.sarv to sav, is most 
sincerely regn ii< d bv the geiillcuien ot Norm Hiirhaui, as iimch Irom tlie cause of 
his iib'eiic • as from ibc loss uf lint diversion which he so liher.illy aflTorded them ; 
for, ill iiddition lo his celehrifv as a ?,Taster of lloimds, he was a genuine .sp<‘cimeii 
of the “ line old old Fngli.sh gentleman of the olden lime,” and the idol of the cir¬ 
cle in which lu* moved. It was at first announced that the hounds had been sold 
bv J. vV illiamsoii and U. S. Surtees, Fsg. (on beiialf o( Mr. Iiambton), to Sir 
.Matthew Ridley for the South Northumberland country, the worthy Baronet having 
at a word closed the bargain for them at T2500, a sum exceeding by XaOO more 
than was ever renienibered to have been previously given for a pack, the highest 
price on record being X200lk at which sum “ the great John Ward ” sold his 
hounds to Mr. Ilorlock. It appears now, however, that there was some misunder¬ 
standing in this aniiouncoment, or rather in their actual dispo.sal. Mr. W. Lamb- 
ton had offered them to Lord Siiffield in Lfindon, hut in consequence of some mis¬ 
conception it was aiqipoied his Lordsliip did not intend to purchase them, and they 
were disjiosed of by the gentlemen appointed by the owner as above-stated, and 
the price actually paid by .Sir Matthew Ridley. As soon as the Noble Lord heard 
of this transfer, he insisted that he had a firior claim ; and we understand the Hon. 
Baronet, with *hat good feeling so characteristic of the true Sportsman, has re¬ 
signed the ” wish d'-arcst to his heart.” and his T,ordship is now the owner of this 
celebrated pack at a higher figure, having paid 3000 guineas, being at the rate of 
tIO guineas a dog.

—The Tuscaloosa papers announce the dcath'of James 
Robinson familiarly known as ** Horse-Shoe Robinson,” and the hero of Kennedy’s 
exciting novel of the same name. 11c vvas one of the most ardent of the humblo 
heroes of the revolution, and his astonishing bravery in all sorts of peril, was the 
universal theme of those who knew him. A friend at our side had frequently visited 
j the veteran, within two or three years back. IFc describes the old man as cheerful 
an.l as enthusiastic at the mention of the gloious deeds of the revolution as when 
III his youth he met the enemy arm to arm in the plains and swamps of South Ca¬ 
rolina. He loved to recite the deeds of his early days and his memory vvas a com¬ 
plete storc-houso of the heroic gallantries of the partisan leaders of the 2South. 

'F’ho old man, wc believe, lived in South Carolina, at the time Kennedy was 
searching (or his book The latter, of course, applied frequently to Robinson for 
the events ot his chequered life. Whether he refused lo gratify the anxious novel- 
maker, wc do not know. Certain it is, however, that he disliked Kennedy ; and 
seemed to he very careless of being made the hero of a story, or that his hair breadth 
escapes should become the subject of wonder among the p-atroas of circulating 
libraries. 

Robinson was a man of the firmest integrity, and although perfectly ignorant of 
the rudiments of the simplest education he was highly esteemed by the better in¬ 
formed persons whom curiosity led to seek his acjiiaintance. The pajK-rs of Tus¬ 
caloosa eulogise his social character, and state that he lived for fifty years in tho 
irreatest hanuincss with his recentlv deceased wife.
